Californie Senator Céntinues 
His Attack on League. 
Wishes Lloyd George bad 
been America’s Delegate, 


Says this is Only Solvent Na- 
tion in World Today.

ST. LOUIS, Sept. 12.—When Sen- 
ator Johnson of California stepped 
on the stage of the Coliseum to- 
night to plead for the defeat of the 
League of Nations covenant in its 
present form, he was given an ova- 
tion that lasted eighteen minutes. 
The Coliseum was packed to the 
doors and Windreds were turned 
away. 

As soon as Senator Johnson made 
his appearance the crowd rose to its 
feet, waved flags and cheered. Fin- 
ally the band ended the unusual 
demonstration by playing “The Star 
Spangled Banner.“ 

The crowd shouted, What's the 
matter with Johnson. he’s all right.“ 
for several minutes’ when Dr. John 
A. Simond, a prominent Democrat, 
rese to introduce Senator Johnson. 
President Wilson spoke from the 
same platform a week ago. 

“The United States — today 
stands between you and the loss of 
your liberties,” said Senator John- 
son in beginning his address. “In my 
brief career I have never failed to 
accept a challange from an oppon- 
ent whether he be a President or an 
humble private citizen. 

“I want to deny Mr. Wilson's 
charge that the American people 
are quitters if they refuse to ap- 
prove the League of Nations. The | 
American people never quit. When 
Mr. Wilson went to Paris to demand 
his fourteen points and came home 
without them, the American people 
did not quit, sees else quit.” 

BRITAIN IS HISSED. 


Senator Johnson brought the 
crowd to its feet cheering when he 
declared: 

“The real question in this con- 
troversy is whether we are to do our 
duty as we see it in the future or 
whether we are to be subject to the 
will of Great Britain and Japan.” 

The crowd hissed several times 
when Great Britain was mentioned 
by the speaker. 

The real purpose ot the League 
ot Nations is to guarantee the things 
that the peace provides,” 

Senator Johnson said. “Our allies 

want us to prétect the spolls given 
them by this peace treaty. That 
was why the President insisted on 
combining into one document the 
— treaty and the League of Na- 
tions. 

“Did the President, when he was 
here, explain why Great Britain was 
given six votes In the League of Na- 
tions and the United States only 
one?“ There was shouts of No.“ 

“Of course, he didn’t and he ‘never 
will because he can’t,” said, the

MORE HISSING. 

There were hisses when the 
speaker said the President had de- 
cleared that Article X of the League 
of Nations was only a moral obi 
tion. 

he Monvoe Doctrine is handed 
over to the sinister foreign powers 
by Mr. Wilson and his League of 
Nations, said Senator Johnson. We 
don't have to become the partners 
of burglars simply because we can't 
prevent burglary.” 1 

TREATIES NOT MENTIONED. 

“During those negotiations,” con- 
tinued the Senator, “not a word was 
said. not a syllable lisped, during 
the time they were pouring out our 
blood and our treasure, not a. hint 
of a suggestion while we were an- 
nouncing to the world our peace 
policies, of the secret partition of 
lands in Europe, Asia and Africa. 
The words we utteréd as to our pur-. 
poses in the war, the principles we 
laid down upon which peace should 
be concluded, were re-echoed and 
assented to by these very powers 
with whom we were fighting side 


by side.” 
Senator Johnson enumerated the 
President's war-time declaration of 


America’s peace aims. He quoted 
the President's assertion that the 
processes of peace should be abso- 
lutely open and permit no secret 
understandings of any kind. 

In his plea for the defeat of the 
League of Nations in its present 
form, Senator Johnson described the 
treaty of peace as a patch work of 
the secret treaties made between 
the Allies. to America, be- 
fore and during the war and hal- 
lenged the recent declaration of the 
President that failure to concur in 
the settlement of the terms of peace 
by the United States “would put a

“Does the President intend to say 
that it will put a stain upon our 
honor if we do not- out the 
secret bargainings which were, with 
a duplicity eee in the 
world's history, concéaled from us?“ 
asked the Senator.

SAS, Sept. 12.—Secretary of 
the Navy Daniels today sent 
the following radiogram to 
Gen. Pershing at Washington:

The whole country is richer 
because ot the achievement of 
your magnificent army under 
your victorious leadership. 
“JOFEPHUS DANIELS.” 
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Prince, and Japan's representallve 
spoke. Until they came no foreigner 
had ever stood upon the rostrum 
of the United States Senate since 
Lafavyette’s visit. 
resehtatives of the four great pow- 
ers were speaking to us upon the 
same plane upon which we were 
acting and appealing to the same 
loftiest sentiments and altruistic 
Purposes their very pockets were 
bulging with the secret treaties they 
had made dmong the Ives for the 
Partition of the world and the is- 
tribution of the spoils of war. 

“During all the period they were 
with us not a single one divulged 
to our government or to any r- 
resentative of k. the treaties they 
had made, a half dosen in number. 
and which they had then determined 
to write into the ultimate treaty of 
Peace. The President said with 
Ppositiveneas at the recent meeting 


tee he had never even heard of the 
secret treaties until he went to Paris. 
The Secretary of State testified in 
like fashion. Indeed in 1917, while 
the treaty between the four great 
nations' in relations not only to 
Shantu but the isles of the Pa- 
cific, ely reposed in their ar- 
chives, Viscount Ishii, the repre- 
sentative of Japan, concluded with 
our Secretary of Siate an agreement 
by which the United States govern- 
ment recognized the special inter- 
ests of Japan in China.” 
HAS TWO ARGUMENTS. 

Speaking at the City Club lunch- 
eon Senator Johnson said in pari: 

“Mr. Wilson has two favorite argu-< 
ments, not unknown to a certain clase 
of lawyers. He adopts the methods 
of the bad case, and denounces his 
opponents. He endeavors to frighten 
them. with epithets of pro-German- 
ism, to which he himself became ac- 
jcustomed from August, 1914, to 
April, 1917, and when the full ef- 
fect of this belated and now obsolete 
charge is not apparent, he adopts the 
second line of dentineiation of in- 
trenched power, and shouts Bolshe- 
vist; a characterization with which 
he is qyite familiar. The day is past, 
thank, God, when American citizens 
car be swerved ,from their duty by 
outworn war epithets. 

“In the remarkable address of Mr. 
Wilson in this city a few days ago, 
he discussed the League of Nations 
with his usual facility of expression 


and facts. In his description of the 
anatomy of the league, he supplied 
it with three hearts, presumably al! 
beating in unison. that the heart 
of the covenant,’ he „ ‘is that the 
nations solemnly covenant not to go 
to war for nine months after a con- 
troversy becomes acute.’ Again, 
‘Article X is the article that goes 
to the heart of the whole bad busi- 

ness, and then ‘Article XI is the 
favorite article of the treaty, so far 
as Tam concerned.“ Apostrophes to 
Article X with him hau been not 
infrequent.and had I the power I 
would indelibly impress it, with . 
guarantee ot political independence, 

and territorial integrity upon every 
American’s brain, 

THE REAL HEART. 

“It is, to quote Mr. Wilson's lan- 
guage, ‘the heart of the whole bad 
business.’ 

“He wrote thes secret treaties, 
condemned not only by him but by 
the righteous opinion of the world, 
into his treaty. He went to Paris, 
bravely and boldly proclaiming, and 
all of us re-echoed his sentiments: 
No people can be forced under a 
sovereignty under which it does not 
wish to live; no territory must 
change hands except for the purpose 
of securing those who inhabit it a 
fair chance of life and liberty. No 
peace can last or ought to last which 
does not recognize and accept the 
principle that governments derive 
all their just powers from the con- 
sent of the governed, and that neo 
right anywhere exists to hand peo- 


ple about from sovereignty to 
sovereignty as if they were property. 
Any peace which does not recognize 


and accept this principle will inevit- 
‘ably be upset.’ 
“Our concern might be a’ mere 
regret and humiliation that 
the words of our spokesman were 
#0 soon forgotten; but not only did 
he abandon his principies and abject- 
ly surrender his idealism, but he be- 
came a part of the secret treaties 
he denounces when he united in 
making them the basis of action at 
Paris. But he did more than violate 
America’s high purpose, so eloquently 
voiced by him. He not only made 
us particeps criminis in such frauds

MANKIND IS THE JURY. 

Let me tale them one by one. 
In the firet article of the covenant 
of the league it is provided that any 
member state may withdraw from 
the league upon two years’ notice, 
provided that at the time of with- 
drawal it has fulfilled its national 
obligations and the obligations un- 
aer the cov t. And some gen- 
tlemen object that it is not said 
who shall determine whether it has 
fulfilled its international obligations 
and its obligations under the cove- 
nant or not. 

Having sat at the table where 
the instrument was drawn, I know 
that that was not doné accidentally, 
because that is a matter upon which 
no nation can sit in judgment upon 
another.

WHAT ARTICLE X MEANS. 

I had finished about Article X. 

You will say it is all very well what 


you say about the word of the Unit- 
ed States being necessary to the ad- 
vice provided the United States is not 
one of the parties to the dispute. in 
that case, it cannot vote. That is 
very true. But in that case it has 
got the fight on its handis anyhow. 
Because if it is one of the parties 
to the dispute; the war belongs to 
it. It does not have to go into . 
Therefore it cannot be forced by the 
vote into the war. The only thing 
the vote can do is to force it out 
of the r. 

And I want to ask you to think 
what it meens, when it is suggested 
that the United States may be a 
party. A party to what? A party to 
seize somebody else's property? A 
party to infringe some other coun- 
try’s political independence? Is any- 
one willing to stand on this platform 
and say that the United States is 
likely to do either of these things? 
I challenge any man to stand before 
an American audience and say that 
that Is the danger. , 

Ah, but someone may seek to 
seize our territory, impair our politi- 
cal independence. Well, who? Who 
has an arm long enough, who has an 
audacity great enough to try to take 
a single inch of American territory? 
[Applause and cheers.} Or to seek 


the political independence of the 
United States? These gentlemen 
are dreaming of things that can't, 
happen [laughter and applause). 
And I cannot bring myself to feel 
uneasy about things that I know are 
not so. great difficulty in th 
discussion, as in any other, is th 
number of things that men know 
are not so. (Laughter) 

MONROE DOCTRINE SAFE. 

But the Monroe Doctrine—I must 
admit to you,.my fellow-citizens, I 
don't know how the Monroe Doctrine 


cepted than it was in the covenant 
of the League of Nations. It says 
that nothing in the covenant shall 
be interpreted as imparing the 
validity of the Monroe e. 
What more could you say? I did 
try while I was in Paris to define 
the Monroe Doctrine and got it writ- 
ten igto the document, but I will 
confesg to you in confidence that 


it escaped analysis (laughter,) and 
that all you could say was that it 
was a principie with regard to the 
interference of foreign powers in the 
politics of the Western Hemisphere 
which the United States felt at lib- 
erty to apply in any circumstances 
where it thought it pertinent. 

Now, that is not a definition. That 
means that the United States means 
ta play big brother to the Western 
Hemisphere in any circumstances 
where it thinks it wise to play big 
brother, And therefore inasmuch 
as you cannot or would not define 
the Monroe least I 
would not because I do not know 
how soon we may want to extend it 
Inasmuch as we do not want to 
define it. what more could you gay 
then that nothing in that instru- 
ment shall impair the vaNdity of 
the Monroe Doctrine. I tell you, 
my fellow-citizens, that that is the 
most extraordinary sentence in that 
treaty for this reason: up to that 
time there was not a nation in the 
world that was willing to admit the 
validity of the Monroe Doctrine. 
[Applause] 

DOMESTIC QUESTIONS. 

But re is the question of do- 
mestice—of their interfering with 
domestic policies, imm tion. 
naturalization, tourists, mat ef 
that sort. There again I can’t. un- 
derstand or the weight of the 
difficaitty because the covenant says 
that the council of the League of 
Nations, tf any international dim- 
culty is wrought under discussion, if 
one of the party claime and the 
council finds that it ie a matter of 
domestic jurisdiction shall cease ta 
discuss it and ahall mal no report 
about it. And the only way you 
Schuld make the document more 
Wear would be by enumerating do 
8 questions which you had in 
mind.

less we had ourselves deliberately 
made them matters of international 
agreement, when even the oppo- 
nents of the league admit they would 
be suitable and proper subjects for 


discussion, 

These are the matters upen which 
they are talking about reservations 
and the only reservations that I can 
imagine are reservations which say 
over again what the covenant itself 
says in plain language, and make 
it necessary that we should go back 
te Paris and discuss ip new language 
the things which we all will have to 
admit if we were mere frank or 
honest, are in the decument, [Ap- 
Piause. ]

the active powers of the league. No- 
erything that is done by the league 
emanates, is formulated and passed 
by the council, and a unanimous 
vote is required.

i am afraid that % unanimous vote 
will sometimes be very difficult to 
get. And this danger is action, not 
inaction. The danger ts not that they 
will do something that we do not 
like, but that, upon some critical 
occasion, they won't do anything. 


WE HAVE VETO POWER. 


It there ts any weakness in it it 
is the safeguard that is thrown 
around the powerful members of the 
council, if a matter in controversy 
arises, and one of the powers de- 
mands that it shall be taken out 
of the council and put into the as- 
sembly, the council is obliged so to 
refer it. But in the final vote in the 
assembly the affirmative action is not 
valid unless all the States represent- 
ed in the council shall also in the 
assembly vote in the affirmative. So 
if we can always veto, always offset 
with one vote the British six votes, 
I must say that I look with perfect 
philosophy upon the difference in 
number. . 

The justification for the repre- 
sentation of more than one part of 
the British empire was that the 
British empire is made up of semi- 
independent pieces, as no other 
empire in the world is. You know 
how Canada, for example, passes her 
own tariff laws, does what she 
pleases to inconvenience the trade 
of the mother country. And her 
vote in the assemly is merely a de- 
— voice. The assembly is «4 
great discussing body. It is a body 
in which some of the most valuable 
things that the league is going to do 
can be done. 

WEAK ARE PROTECTED. 

I want tq ask of you, after you 
have read Article X again, to read 
Article XI. Article XI makes it the 
right of any member of the league 
however weak and small, to call at- 
tention to anything. anywhere, that 
is Mkely to disturb the peace of the 
world and draw it into debate, draw 
it into the open, draw it where 
everybody can know the facts, and 
It is the only time, 
my fellow-countrymen, in the his- 
tory of the world, where the weak 
and depressed, and restive people 


have been given a hearing. {Ap- 
plause.] | 
League of Nations takes 


everything into public, it makes 
every secret agreement of every 
kind invalid. It provides that no 


treaty hereafter shall be valid un- 
less registered with the secretary 
of the league and published and 
after bringing everything into the 
open it necessitates the assembling 
to discuss anything that is likely to 
affect the peace and happiness of 
any part of the world. 

No that in every direction, when 
vou look, the safeguards of this 
treaty are thrown around those who 
are oppressed.
